Ii in 
peril aps ;i In11nli*i'iI years since lln-y 
Mere tii'st spoken, it they Mere even 
then entirely original, hut how few' 
people t here tire yet who t ake t hem 1 1* 
heart aiul act upon them. The cum 
paratively recent institution of Arbor 
Hay is uitemleil tis a v early reiuiii'ler 
of the same i'lea, /uni is one nliicli’ 
shoiihl he observed ami cncotiragcd, 
for t here is tin in vest litciit which pays 
better than the plantin'' of a useful 
tree, lieckon the lirst cost of a row 
of sliailc t rees alone a st reel, ami the 
slight care they afterwards rcipiire. 
ami then eonsider Iiom many years 
they Mill stand 11 i«iBT■ ami how many 
thousands of people will tiud pleasure 
and comfort in I heir shade, ami say 
whet her it would not pay well to plant 
them it the cost Mere twenty times as 
much as it is. 

The Maine thing may lie said of How* 
cring trees ami shrubs, vines, etc., for 
beaut ifying your house ami grounds. 
What is more etfective ami lasting, or 
gives more universal satisfaction find 
pleasure, than a line rosebush, ora 
climbing rose over a doorway? Yon 
Tan get from reliable florists any num¬ 
ber of the best varieties of roses,rooted 


slips, at live to ten cents apiece, ami 
with reasonable attention the/ Mill 
soon make line hushes. This, of 
course, Mould not give you the fresh¬ 
est novel! les, but well k Iiom ii fa Vorit es, 
mIiicIi hold their own when many of 
the high priced novel! iesare forgot ten. 
If each one does what he can to beau¬ 
tify his omii place, the aggregate is a 
beautiful town, and the increased sat¬ 
isfaction and pleasure of living in such 
a town more t ban repays each individ 
lift I for his share of the expense, while 
such a town never fails to attract the 
best class uf strangers to visit it and 
settle in it. Nor are ornamental 
plants less in place around stores and 
other business houses than around 
dwellings. Who that has an eye for 
beaut y and refinement has not some¬ 
where entered a store or restnuf'ant, 
or of her place of business, and experi¬ 
enced a pleasant surprise in noting the 
evidences of taste in the proprietor 
shown by I lie planting of a few flowers 
or shrubs in the ground dr in pots? 
Does not any one feel in cut ering such 
a place-ail instinctive assurance that 
lie will have t he • nat intact ion -of deal¬ 
ing with a gentIctiian or a lady, and 
that from one who thus shows his 
appreeiat ioji of refilling siirromujgiigs 
he need fear no want of appreciation 
of his own personal feelings, no rude¬ 
ness nor unfair treatment of any 
kind? Think how you have felt your¬ 
self, ami w hel her you would not like 
others to feel the same predisposition 
in your favor. 

When we come to fruit trees we are 
on ground that is familiar to the 
thoughtsof everybody in Florida. We 
suppose there is ha tally a man in the 
State who liasnot figured more or less 
on t he profits.of fruit growing and the 
possibility of his planting live or ten 
acres, or more,as-nn iyvest meat. Hut 
how many are there who realize that 
even a few dollars, iinw* l nml then, 
spent in adding a few trees at a time 
ami providing for their care, will 
almost before they know it count up 
to the possession of quite a handsome 
little property. No savings bank ever 


approached, either in safety or rate of 
interest, the returns to be realized in 
that way, and yet few seem intake 
adv antage of a method of saving and 
accunttlliltion that is at everyone's 
door. Kven if one buy the choicest 
budded trees, the cost of a few IIOM 
'and then is very little, and with very 
little trouble even that may be saveil. 
A few seeds planted, and a little care 
and fertilizing will produce all the 
stocks he can plant at a nominal cost, 
and trees set when small and budded 
ill place are bet ter t ban t.hose trans¬ 
planted when larger. There- appeals 
to be a sav ing in time by planting well 
grown nursery stock, but for a man 
who proposes to accumulate Ins grove 
by slow saving and piecemeal nddi 
t ions, we doubt w het her t he end would 
not la- attained quite as iptiekly ami 
cheaply,--especially if he can save time 
more easily thauciTsh. by planting his 
own seed and doing his own cultiva-, 
turn. Whichever plan la-adopted it' 
will pay ami pay well, and no man. 
with a reasonable share of life before 
him can spend half an hour better 
I ban to si' dow ii and figure a lit t le on 
the result to be gained by putting lifty 
cents a week, if he can alTord no morj', 
into this kind of a savings hank. lie 
will lie astonished to tiud what,a 
handsome grove lie may own in leu 
years' time at even that small rate of 
saving.-.while if he can make it a dol¬ 
lar a week lie can more than double 
the result or gain the same result hi 
less time. It will bestow work at lirst, 
but abler lie get sa few trees to bear¬ 
ing. so I hat they will help him to do 
more, lie will go on at an ever.increas¬ 
ing rate. It is like the mail whose 
wageswere to he one cent the lirst 
month, two cents - the second, four 
cents tbe third, and so on. doubling 
each moat h. At t he end of liv e years 
lie bad a big return for his whole time, 
although ill lirst lie seenled t o be get - 
t ing not liing. 4 

So in a town, although- there may 
be no fruit tocome from the lirst trees 
to help pay for the later plant ing, yet 
there vv ill be vvliat is better. . The sight

Hoards, miiel.i more likely to roiiduee 
to the ueiieral health of the State, as 
well as its laisiiu'ss interests, than stirli 
exhibit inns of foolish friuht as w e ha \ e 
too often seen. We trust that our 
authorities, State and national, will 
direct their attention to the real 
sourer of danger ill I lie iunorant and 
irresponsihle small trade and smug¬ 
gling, rather than makea hasty attack 
upon a ui'eat public convenience w hich 
is inte||i<jeiii |y and lesponsihly man 
aued. 

Wr lime no desire to enter into a 
controversy with am* neighbor. tin* 
Mnucnt to, on the subject of railroad 
earnings, but we are not prepared to 
admit that, our statement Was tla* 
result ot simiIi absolute iganritiirc-of 
railway mat ters a^> I lull paper sees lit 
to charge us with. In this railway a nr 
the very school boys ’know tla* points 
he mentions, but unfortunately we 
have not tla* childlike eonlidence in 
railway book-keeping which In* seems 
to have, and we think we could put 
him up to a trick worth two of Ins 
simple minded plan of merely issuing 
mole stoek or bonds w believer a lit t le 
addition to the- plant of a railway, r** 
dcmaflhdbd 'That is. and should Is*, 
the last resort. not the first. If a man 
wants *o improve his private prop 
ertJV', lie lull) keep on depositing the 
profit s of In- business in bank, or’using 
them otherwise, and simply raise a 
loan somewhere to npikc tJie improve¬ 
ment, lull if lie is ;in economical mail 
la* will hardlymake his lies’ ligmes 
that way. lie will try to save what 
lie can. and get in a day’s work now 
and then, until h<* gradually accom¬ 
plishes liis purpose. If all o'her means 
tail aid t.iiue is n*al|y pressing, lie may 
as a last resort borrow I lienee cssary 
money 1 o rumple! e t hi* Work. So with 
a railway. If it is complete, and only 
needs t heordiuary repairs nml replace¬ 
ment of worn tail material to keep it 
going,, t lie expenseneeoimt’ ean lie kept 
down to a figure that will generally 
leave a margin of profit, hut if. its in 
t lie ease of om: Florida roads, it lias 
still many points at vvhieh it needs 
additions and improvements, oi is 
constantly making extensions, it will 
hegood management lotarn the spare 
time of t. he repair gangs., work trains. 

|'shop's,etc.. to useful aeeouiif in such 


work, and save as. much as possible of 
the extra exp.eiiseotherwise necessary. 
Thus additional track will IV* added, 
new stations laiilt, new yards laid 
out, graded and t racked, and all sort s 
of additions made to property of the 
road. The more of such work there is 
needed, tin* more pressure will he laid 
oil the foremen to lind lime for it. 
They will lin< I l hcniscl v cs o vcrlondcd, 
and demand larger gangs. The extra 
labor ami material thus supplied for 
the depart meiil of him int eon arc will 
seldom be kepi . at curat e account of 
apart from that expended by tin* same 
h inds on strictly n«*eessaiy repairs of 
old property. Kvcn so heavy an item 
as t he rliangcot gauge, or relaying wit h 
heavier rail, of a whole road, if it can 
possibly lie paid I'm out of funds in 
liaml, will often lie charged to nriiiitc- 
naaee instead of const ruct ion. and not 
a cent of new stuck or bonds ever 
thought of. In such ways it is.very 
easy for even large proli's todisappear 
almost unconsciously l o t he managers 
of tin* road, much less t o any outsit lei*. 
Stockholders in railways arc coni inn- 
ally grumbling at ibis very thing, as 
curtailing their immediate profits, 
although it is often largely to t heir 
own future advantage, it they could 
hilt' Ulldel’stWild t lie business ot I he 
road enough to see it. I*'ivw even of 
railway employees, outside ot the 
maintenance department, realize the 
true, state ol such cases, and not 
always those in that depart meat, so 
vveareuot suprised tiiit our neighbor, 
even after serv ing on tin* staff of some 
railway.'should overlook it, bat wc 
trust ilia; after thinking a oyer lie 
may he less ready in future toelairgi 
his neighbors with ignorance ipiitv so 
hastily.
